Five rifles, held by 
men who were concealed behind a 
muslin curtain, cracked. They 
fired at a target pinned over his 
heart. Physicians one minute and 


60 seconds later pronounced him 
dead. 

A smalr group of newspapermen, 
physicians, Sheriffs and prison au- 
thorities saw the execution. 

A brother of Woods from Wash- 
|ington, bL. C., was at the prison 
‘and claimed the body, which will 
| be sent to Tennessee for burial. 

Born 43 years ago of zood fam- 
iily, near Knoxville, Tenn., Woods 
earned the money for. his educa- 
tion as a lawyer by “picking tan 
bark.” About 19660 he met Mari- 
etta Wood, daughter of a farmer 
living near Knoxviile. Then Woods 
departed. Later, upon graduating 
from law school, he went to Idaho. 
became Probate Judge at Idaho 
City and then about eight vears 
ago he returned to Knoxville, mar- 
ried Marietta Wood and acknow!l- 
edged her 15-year-old daughter as 
his child. 

Woods was appointed to the in- 
ternal revenue service auditing de- 
partment. He resided in Washing- 
ton and then came to Utah. He 
brought his wife and daughter and 
settied here. The daughter, Tee 
Lee Woods, entered the University 
of Utah. 


Wife Sound on Ruarning Bed. 

Shortly before 2 o'clock the aft- 
ernoon of Jan. 9, 1922, Woods stag- 
gered from his burning apartment 
to tell] excited neighbors of a rob- 
ber’s attack in which he had been 
knocked unconscious and bound 
and his wife hurt.

Real Estate Agency Alleges 
Former Manager Embez- 
zled Money to Pay for 
$240,000 Insurance. 


RESIGNATION ENDED 
EIGHT YEARS’ SERVICE 


Wife and Daughter of Clar- 
ence R. Dowlin and Five 
Risk Companies Defend- 
ants. 


In two suits filed today the Tom- 
bridge Agency, a real cstate and 
insurance firm at 3318 Meramec 
street, alleges that 
DowtTin, 47 years old, embezzied 
$46,599 from the company during 
the eight years he was manager of 
the agency. DowTin died Nov. 22 
last at his summer home near Al- 
ton, of heart disease, six months 
after he had left the company's 
service and established his resi- 
dence at Alton. 

The suits are against his widow, 
Mrs. Georgia Dowlin, his daughter, 


Mrs. Gladys M. Arnold, and five 
insurance companies that had is- 
sued $240,000 insurance on Dow- 
‘lin’s life. The latter’s widow and 
caughters were equal beneficiaries. 

The plaintiff asks for the return’ 
of premiams paid on the policies, 
alleging that Dowlin was insolvent 
prior to his death and appropriated 
the company’s money to pay for 
the insurance. 


Managetl Firm Fight Years. 

Dowlin managed the Tombridge 
Agency from Nov. 1, 1915, to July 
14, last. the suits allege, and began 
“fraudulently abstracting” the 
‘company’s money on Dec. 11, 1917. 
When he left the company’s ser- 
| vice, it is charged that his shortage 
aggregated $48,220.04, of which 
|$1620.51 was in legitimate over- 
' rafts. «

motive engineer for the Santa Fe

Jan. 17.—The dynamiting of a mil- 
itary freight train by revolutionists 
this morning near Aragon, at Ara- 
gon Station in the State of Hidalgo, 
128 kilometers from this city on the 
Laredo line, delayed the passenger 
train from the border, according to 
an official report received from the 
Obregon headquarters at Wapuato.

It is quite evident on the face 
of it, if you start out in the 
morning with the wrong perfume 
you will be out of harmony with 
your own vibrations throughout 
the whole day, and of course 
everything will go wrong. 

If you wear a heavy Oriental 
perfume in the morning, which of 
course, should be worn at night, 
it stands to reason that you will

That is the reason for the perfumer who designs perfumes to 
suit personalities. 

“If your personality is negative, and your charms do not stand 
out,’ explained one of the exponents of this interesting art, ‘‘your 
perfume should be assertive, announcing to all within the radius of 
your ken, ‘I am here.’ 


“Whereas if you have a subtle, interesting personality that makes 
itself felt, what need for a perfume._that will only elaborate the 
obvious? You then need something rare and quiet, whose existence 
no one will suspect, until you have left, and the delicate scent of the 
flower, like a souvenir, tells of your having been there. There are 
certain heavy perfumes which lie dormant, so to speak, until the 


. movement of the air wakes their sweetness up.’’ 


Any one can see how necessary this is to happiness. 

“If you have a simpl@ personality,” the designer of perfumes 
maintains, ‘‘you probably need a composite perfume, made up of all 
sorts of bewildering flowers, like a mixed bouquet. If, on the other 
hand, you are complicated, you probably need a complicate perfume, 
anyway, but something quite oriental, imaginative and rich. 

That is the complicated theory in a nutshell. 

More interesting is the way it is done. 

You step into a mysterious stone-floored studio. Purple cur- 
tains against the high little windows keep out a surplus of light and 
keep everything to the proper degree of dimness, for just the right 
effect. Great stone jars of rare perfumes send all sorts of tantaliz- 
ing odors out. Small jars hold rare incense from the East and mel- 
lowing pot pourri. It is so exclusive that if you are one of the few 
you enter .only by appointment. 

You step into the studio and seat yourself in a chair. The per- 
fumer seats herself beside you and talks in low tones. She ts gifted 


with intuition or second sight or some extraordinary sensitiveness 
which ordinary mortals Jack. In a few moments she has your key. 


The hidden traits of your personality stand revealed to her sight. 
You have been analyzed, sensed, recognized. The phials on the long 
tabke which ygu try and decide which you like best, do not change 
the impression which the perfume designer has received of you; 
they only give her an idea of your tastes. — 

Then the perfumer goes into her mysterious workshop of phials, 
pestle and mortar, and all the implements of her fascinating art.

smell is so acute. She can recognize the ingredients of a composite 
perfume all made up, and copy it, as a good cook can by tasting a 
dish. 

After she has finished, you have a perfume which will express 
you, for the rest of your life, unless your personality should change, 
or become dual, in which case you would have to have two perfumes, 
one for éach of you, or perhaps a composite one containing your dif- 
ferent selves, and never used by anyone else. 

\ Elderly ladies, debutantes, and society favorites like to trail 
down to the perfume designer’s of an afterneon. If, perchance, they 
meet each other, they have been known to glare in passing, as if 
each had discovered a rival poaching on his private preserves, 580 
that it is wiser to arrange their appointments so they will not over- 
lap. SocietyMfiothers with daughters just out of college take them 
down here to initiate them into the fine points of perfumery in the 


social world. 

The most popular way to carry away your formula, if you hap- 
pen to#be one of these, is in a gorgeous satin sachet to keep among 
your linens or lingerie. It is best to have quite a large affair, and 
usually painted and very daintily trimmed. The colors, of course, 
are those which match your ego, or the color scheme of your room, 
which should, of course, have been chosen to express you. Inside is 
a sprinkling of your own sachet. If your sachet is peach, you would 
naturally expect it to be done up in peach colored satin, which would 
probably be just your color scheme. Now, that, of course, is where 
all sorts of conflicting theories come in, but it is best to keep a clear 
head, and not be too influenced either way.

Before a reception recently, servants carried braziers lighted and 
throwing out perfumes all through the house to make it as fragrant 
and rich as some palace in ‘‘Arabian Nights.” A special scent was 
designed for this. And for a wedding breakfast the perfume de- 
signer was asked to do something novel and strange with scents. The 
perfume she designed was hidden in a revolving fan among the arti- 
ficial flowers which set agoing threw off scents as gorgeous and 
luxurious as some banquet in the East.
